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Dear Friends,

Thank you for the opportunity to serve you in the House of 
Representatives.  This was a short-session year and the Democrat-controlled 
Legislature left Olympia one day early in March, but not before passing the 
largest spending increase in state history. 

You may have heard me on the radio in our district or saw me quoted in 
the newspapers about how shocked I was at the operating budget present-
ed to us by the majority party.  The budget increased spending 17.7 percent 
over the last biennium.  House Democrats proposed $468 million in NEW 
spending that wasn’t in the original 2005-07 budget.  They did all this in a 
supplemental budget year.

I voted against this budget because I believe it is an irresponsible use of 
taxpayer money.  Economists predict that the state would have had a bud-
get surplus of $1.6 billion by the end of 2007.  I was pushing the majority to 
put some of this money away for a rainy day, but they resisted creating such 
a fund.  More detail inside on the budget.

I was also pushing for true health care reform and most of the legislation 
I sponsored was set aside for Democrat-sponsored bills.  I’ll give you a full 
report inside.

I hope to see many of you around the district this spring and summer, 
and I look forward to hearing your views about what happened in Olympia 
this session.  I’ve got a series of district days planned.  Look inside for spe-
cific dates, locations and times.

I was absolutely shocked that the Democrat-controlled 
Legislature would present a budget that was the largest 
spending increase in state history.

This supplemental budget increased spending from the 
last biennium by 17.7 percent.  This overspending is going to 
push the budget into the red even if revenue growth stays 
steady at 10 percent per biennium.

I told you in 
the last news-
letter that state 
economists 
predicted extra 
state revenue 
to the tune of 
$1.6 billion.  I 
worked hard 
this session to 
get the major-
ity to put some 
of this money 
away into a 
rainy-day fund.  I want to save this money for any economic 
downturns that could befall us in the years ahead.  But my 
efforts were thwarted by the Democrat-controlled House.  
The majority went on to spend an additional $1.3 billion, 
more than even the governor was asking for, including $468 
million in new spending.  

Not only did the majority want to spend nearly the en-
tire budget surplus, but they tried to tell you that they were 
putting money into savings accounts.  They claimed to be 
putting $825 million away into special accounts that were 
earmarked for specific purposes, like the state pension ac-
count.  I want to tell you that these accounts are not savings, 
they are merely deferred spending waiting to be spent at 
some time in the future.

The majority also increased the voter-approved spend-
ing limit to allow for this runaway spending.  I’ll continue 
to work next session to bring spending under control and 

to create a constitutional rainy-day fund that would require 
a three-fifths vote in both chambers in order to spend the 
reserve.

I used my role as ranking Republican on the House Health 
Care Committee to lead the charge for true health care re-

form.  Yet I knew it was going to be a challenge 
to meet citizens’ needs for flexible, affordable and 
tailored health insurance plans.  I joined House 
and Senate Republicans in the “Commitment to 
Washington” that called 
for giving health care 
back to patients by re-
turning competition to 
the health care market-
place in order to lower 
the costs of insurance. 

We had some successes and some failures in 
bringing true health care reform to Washington 
state.

Democrats passed legislation to expand government-
controlled health care and attempted to pass legislation 
to increase costly mandates and regulations against pri-
vate health insurance carriers.  Fortunately, the Democrats 
weren’t able to pass all their proposed legislation or they 
would have completely destroyed the health insurance indus-
try in our state.

I tried to 
stop the health 
care train from 
running off the 
tracks by sup-
porting the only 
health care bill 
(HB 1383) that 
became law 
this session that 
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should save the state money.   Health savings accounts will 
soon be available as a health benefit option for public em-
ployees, and they are projected to save the state between 
$3 -$20 million per year, depending upon how many people 
open them. 

I believe that a private, consumer-driven system is the 
best way to provide more choices, higher quality services 
and more affordable health insurance. Republican proposals 
would have increased health care options in the private mar-
ketplace and provided more individual choice and responsi-
bility through such innovations as health savings accounts.  I 
also supported legislation to bring consumer-driven reforms 
into the state’s Medicaid and Basic Health Plans. 

I supported House Bill 2728 to provide a B&O tax deduc-
tion for small businesses who provide health care for their 
employees.  Not only would this encourage small businesses 
who don’t currently provide health insurance to begin pro-
viding it, but it would also permit many small businesses 
who are at the breaking point of having to drop their health 
insurance to continue to provide health insurance for their 
employees.  This bill didn’t make it out of the House Finance 
Committee.

Although the Democrat-controlled Legislature failed to 
pass any meaningful legislation to address rising health 
care insurance costs,  Republicans and Democrats did join 
together to support House Bill 2972, which will allow health 
carriers to offer a health benefit plan to groups of 500 or 
more individuals in the same industry (i.e. purchasing pools).  
These plans would also permit contributions from more than 
one employer.  This legislation passed both the House and 
Senate unanimously.

House Republicans brokered a landmark deal this year 
in HB 2860, the Columbia River basin water resource man-
agement bill.  This bill allocates $200 million for funding of 
storage projects, ensures that there will be enough water 
in streams for fish during the peak draw down times, and 
allows voluntary regional agreements aimed at ensuring ac-

cess to full water 
rights.  

I fully sup-
ported this 
legislation that 
was a compro-
mise between 
the Department 
of Ecology, 
the governor’s office and lawmakers from both the House 
and Senate.  I commend our caucus members Rep. Bruce 
Chandler of Granger and Rep. Dan Newhouse of Sunnyside 
for getting this landmark legislation written and passed.

The state capital budget contained money for 13th 
District projects: 

The budget includes $2.5 million for new infrastructure 
at the Port of Warden to support the development of a bio-
fuel production plant. The largest share for the 13th District, 
$3.65 million, is directed for a public works trust fund loan to 
provide sewer system improvements for Terrace Heights near 
Yakima. Central Washington University is listed to receive 
$1.8 million for replacement of its air conditioning system. 
For Skookumchuck Creek habitat preservation, $800,000 
has been appropriated.

The budget also included $400,000 for extension of 
utilities at the Port of Quincy to support new operations by 
Microsoft, Yahoo and other computer-related companies.
